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The  Rabbi's  Gift 


^he  story  concerns  a  monastery  that  had 
fallen  upon  hard  times    Once  a  great  order, 
as  a  result  of  waves  of  anti-monastic 
persecution  in  the  17th  and  18th  centuries 
and  the  rise  of  secularism  in  the  19th,  all  its 
branch  houses  were  lost,  and  it  had  become  decimated 
to  the  extent  that  there  were  only  five  monks  left  in  the 
decaying  mother  house:  the  abbot  and  four  others,  all 
over  70  in  age    Clearly  it  was  a  dying  order 

In  the  deep  woods  surrounding  the  monastery,  there 
was  a  little  hut  that  a  rabbi  from  the  nearby  town 
occasionally  used  for  a  hermitage    Through  their  many 
years  of  prayer  and  contemplation,  the  old  monks  had 
become  a  bit  psychic,  so  they  could  always  sense  when 
the  rabbi  was  in  his  hermitage    "The  rabbi  is  in  the 
woods,  the  rabbi  is  in  the  woods  again,"  they  would 
whisper  to  each  other   As  he  agonized  over  the 
imminent  death  of  his  order,  it  occurred  to  the  abbot  at 
one  such  time  to  visit  the  hermitage  and  ask  the  rabbi  if 
by  some  possible  chance  he  could  offer  any  advice  that 
might  save  the  monastery 

The  rabbi  welcomed  the  abbot  at  his  hut    But  when 
the  abbot  explained  the  purpose  of  his  visit,  the  rabbi 
could  only  commiserate  with  him.  "I  know  how  it  is," 
he  exclaimed   "The  spirit  is  gone  out  of  the  people    It  is 
the  same  in  my  town    Almost  no  one  comes  to  our 
synagogue  anymore  "  So  the  old  abbot  and  the  old 
rabbi  wept  together   Then  they  read  parts  of  the  Torah 
and  spoke  quietly  of  deep  things    The  time  came  when 
the  abbot  had  to  leave    They  embraced  each  other   "It 
has  been  a  wonderful  thing  that  we  should  meet  after  all 
these  years,"  the  abbot  said,  "but  1  have  failed  in  my 
purpose  for  coming  here    Is  there  nothing  you  can  tell 
me  that  would  help  me  save  my  dying  order?" 

"No,  1  am  sorry,"  the  rabbi  responded    "1  have  no 
advice  to  give    The  only  thing  I  can  tell  you  is  that  the 
Messiah  is  one  of  you  " 

When  the  abbot  returned  to  the  monastery,  his 
fellow  monks  gathered  around  him  to  ask,  "Well,  what 
did  the  rabbi  say?" 

"He  couldn't  help,"  the  abbot  answered   "We  just 
wept  and  read  the  Torah  together   The  only  thing  he 
did  say,  just  as  I  was  leaving — it  was  something 
cryptic — was  that  the  Messiah  is  one  of  us    1  don't  know 
what  he  meant  " 

In  the  days  and  weeks  and  months  that  followed,  the 
old  monks  pondered  this  and  wondered  whether  there 
was  any  possible  significance  to  the  rabbi's  words.  The 
Messiah  is  one  of  us?  Could  he  possibly  have  meant  one 
of  us  monks  here  at  the  monastery?  If  that's  the  case. 


which  one^  Do  you  suppose  he  meant  the  abbot?  Yes,  if 
he  meant  anyone,  he  probably  meant  Father  Abbot    He 
has  been  our  leader  for  more  than  a  generation    On  the 
other  hand,  he  might  have  meant  Brother  Thomas 
Certainly  Brother  Thomas  is  a  holy  man    Everyone 
knows  that  Brother  Thomas  is  a  man  of  light    Certainly 
he  could  not  have  meant  Brother  Elred!  Elred  gets 
crotchety  at  times    But  come  to  think  of  it,  even  though 
he  is  a  thorn  in  people's  sides,  when  you  look  back  on 
it,  Elred  is  virtually  always  right.  Often  very  right 
Maybe  the  rabbi  did  mean  Brother  Elred.  But  surely  not 
Brother  Phillip    Phillip  is  so  passive,  a  real  nobody    But 
then,  as  most  mysteriously,  he  has  a  gift  for  somehow 
always  being  there  when  you  need  him    He  just 
magically  appears  by  your  side    Maybe  Phillip  is  the 
Messiah    Of  course,  the  rabbi  didn't  mean  me    He 
couldn't  possibly  have  meant  me    I'm  just  an  ordinary 
person    Yet  supposing  he  did?  Suppose  1  am  the 
Messiah?  O  Cod,  not  me    I  couldn't  be  that  much  for 
You,  could  1? 

As  they  contemplated  in  this  manner,  the  old  monks 
began  to  treat  each  other  with  extraordinary  respect  on 
the  off  chance  that  one  among  them  might  be  the 
Messiah    And  on  the  off,  off  chance  that  each  monk 
himself  might  be  the  Messiah,  they  began  to  treat 
themselves  with  extraordinary  respect 

Because  the  forest  in  which  it  was  situated  was 
beautiful,  it  so  happened  that  people  still  occasionally 
came  to  visit  the  monastery  to  picnic  on  its  tiny  lawn, 
to  wander  along  some  of  its  paths,  even  now  and  then 
to  go  into  the  dilapidated  chapel  to  meditate    As  they 
did  so,  without  even  being  conscious  of  it,  they  sensed 
this  aura  of  extraordinary  respect  that  now  began  to 
surround  the  five  old  monks  and  seemed  to  radiate  out 
from  them  and  permeate  the  atmosphere  of  the  place 
There  was  something  strangely  attractive,  even 
compelling,  about  it    Hardly  knowing  why,  they  began 
to  come  back  to  the  monastery  more  frequently  to 
picnic,  to  play,  to  pray   They  began  to  bring  their 
friends  to  show  them  this  special  place    And  their 
friends  brought  their  friends 

Then  it  happened  that  some  of  the  younger  men  who 
came  to  visit  the  monastery  started  to  talk  more  and 
more  with  the  old  monks    After  awhile,  one  asked  if  he 
could  join  them    Then  another   And  another    So  within 
a  few  years,  the  monastery  had  once  again  become  a 
thriving  order  and,  thanks  to  the  rabbi's  gift,  a  vibrant 
center  of  light  and  spirituality  in  the  realm  S4>E

his  initiation  than  most  men  who 
pledge  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon    20 
years  to  be  exact 
V=^Goodman,  co-star  of  the  hit 
television  series  Roseanne  and  star  of 
a  number  of  recent  movies,  returned 
to  Springfield,  Missouri,  last  spring 
The  place  where  he  began  his  acting 
career   The  place  where  he  pledged 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  but  where 
financial  and  academic  problems 
prevented — er,  delayed — his 
initiation 


Eighteen  years  after  his  graduation 
from  Southwest  Missouri  State 
University,  Sig  Ep's  Missouri  Eta 
Chapter  made  whole  Goodman's 
ambition  to  join  the  Fraternity, 
initiating  him  March  7,   1992    (You 
may  have  seen  his  Sig  Ep  jersey  last 
spring  when  he  hosted  television's 
Saturday  Night  Live. ) 

"It  meant  a  lot  to  him,  " 
commented  Bob  Lenzen  (Southwest 


Missouri  '74),  who  grew  up  with 
Goodman    "All  of  his  friends  in 
college  had  joined  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  but  he  hadn't    He  often 
mentioned  that  fact  when  we  would 
get  together    In  fact,  we  started 
discussing  his  being  initiated  around 
1977,  but  we  could  never  quite  get 
it  scheduled    Finally,  we  were  sitting 
at  a  banquet  honoring  John,  and  we 
said  'let's  just  set  a  date  '  We  did  and 
he  flew  in  for  the  weekend  to  be 
nitiated  " 
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weight  docs  not  escape  his  self- 
effacing  humor  (when  complimented 
on  grace,  he  responds,  "Oh  yeah, 
right — hke  the  hippos  in  Fantasia") 
But  his  size  certainly  contributes  to 
his  star  appeal    It  makes  the  blue 
collar  character  he  portrays  in 
Roseanne  that  much  more  believable 
many  of  us  have  lived  next  door  to, 
or  down  the  street  from,  Dan 
Conner    He  jokes  that  "I'm  the  only 
actor  around  who  had  to  lose  40 
pounds  to  play  Babe  Ruth"  (who  was 
not  known  for  his  svelte  physique). 

One  of  the  executive  producers  of 
iJjf  Babe  testified  to  Goodman's 
ability    "The  film  would  have  never 
been  made  if  not  for  John,"  said  Bill 
Finnegan    "If  we  were  doing  a  movie 
about,  let's  say,  Ty  Cobb,  you'd  say, 
'Let's  go  out  and  find  some  actors 
who  could  play  Ty  Cobb  '  But  when 
you're  doing  Babe  Ruth,  you've  got 
to  start  with  a  guy  who  can 
convince  people  he's  Babe  Ruth 
there  might  not  be  two  actors  in  all 
of  movies  who  can  do  that  " 
Goodman  combines  his  natural 
acting  ability  with  a  midwestern 
work  ethic    For  The  Babe,  a  former 
minor  leaguer  taught  him  to  throw 
like  a  major  leaguer  and  bat  left- 
handed    But  Goodman  spent  hours 
with  old  films  to  learn  Ruth's 
mannerisms  and  patented  home  run

Goodman  originally  went  to 
Southwest  Missouri  much  thinner 
and  poorer  than  he  is  today    He 
grew  up  in  Affton,  Missouri,  a  small 
working  class  town  southwest  of  St 
Louis    His  father  died  of  a  heart 
attack  when  he  was  almost  two  years 
old,  and  he  says  his  mother  "did 
everything  from  taking  in  laundry  to 
waitressing  at  Jack  and  Phil's  Bar-B-Q 
I  grew  up  poor,  and  1  don't  think 
that  feeling  has  ever  been  far  from 
me    I  don't  think  I'll  ever  be  secure 
in  luxury  " 

He  became  a  star  lineman  for 
Affton  High's  football  squad  and 
wanted  to  play  college  football 
After  a  year  at  a  community  college, 
he  enrolled  at  Southwest  Missouri 
with  plans  to  walk  on  as  a  football 
player   After  a  year,  with  his  grades 
suffering  and  a  career  in  football  in 
doubt,  he  turned  to  the  theater 
department  and  displayed  a  flair  for 
acting 

He  had  "walked  on "  to  a  good 
drama  department  with  good 
students,  including  classmates 
Kathleen  Turner  and  Tess  Harper 
The  school  offered  an  all-around 
program,  teaching  acting,  dance, 
movement,  and  singing    Classmates 
remember  his  good  looks  and  his 
ability  to  take  charge  of  a  scene 

After  graduating  in  1974,  he 


headed  for  New  York  City,  where 
he  hustled  for  parts  in  plays  and 
commercials    His  athletic  build  (6'3" 
tall  and  200  pounds)  helped  him  get 
a  job  as  a  bouncer  to  make  ends 
meet,  his  handsome  looks  and  blond 
hair  earned  him  roles  in  a  growing 
number  of  commercials 

It  took  ten  years  of  "paying  his 
dues"  before  he  landed  his  first  big 
part — that  of  Huck  Finn's  father  in 
the  1985  Broadway  musical  Big  River 
In  the  meantime,  he  had  put  on 
nearly  100  pounds 

He  goes  on  and  off  diets  and  his 
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trot    He  spent  hours  in  front  of  a 
mirror  to  get  the  swing  just  right 

Before  The  Babe  (and,  of  course, 
Roseanne),  Goodman  was  known  for 
becoming  a  scene-stealer  in 
supporting  roles    He  did  it  as  Sally 
Field's  insurance  salesman  husband  in 
Punchline,  as  Dennis  Quaid's  lead 
blocker  in  Everybody's  AU-American, 
and  as  Nicolas  Cage's  former  cell 
mate  in  Raising  Arizona 

Goodman  is  known  for 
remembering  his  high  school  and 
college  friends    During  a  celebrity 
roast  in  St    Louis,  Goodman  steps  to 
the  microphone  and  gestures  to  his 
table   "You  saw  my  friends  over 
there,  so  you  know  that  I  could  very 
easily  be  spending  this  evening  in 
one  of  our  state's  correctional 
institutions  "  At  the  same  event,  his 
mother  told  interviewers  about  one 
incident  from  the  movie  Revenge  of  the 
Nerds,  in  which  Goodman  plays  a 
football  coach 


"There's  a  scene  where  John  reads 
off  a  roll  call,"  she  relates.  "He 
improvised  and  called  off  the  names 
of  his  friends  from  high  school 
Some  of  them  are  at  that  table 
now  " 

Even  after  his  huge  successes,  the 
actor  remains  unpretentious    While 
filming  his  latest  movie  at  Wrigley 
Field,  he  shunned  the  Chicago  glitz 
for  a  favorite  neighborhood  tavern — 
without  entourage  or  fanfare    He 
can't  believe  his  good  fortune  that 
his  wife  agreed  to  marry  him  ("What 
could  this  lovely  young  woman 
possibly  want  with  me?")    He'd  like 
to  move  back  to  St    Louis  when 
Roseanne  ends  its  run  SOE

Pledges  were  off  6  percent  from  the  year  before, 
initiates  were  down  7  percent    Why?  Continued 
declines  in  the  number  of  new  students,  our  own  new, 
higher  academic  requirements  for  pledging,  more 
campuses  with  deferred  rush,  the  economy  reducing  the 
number  of  dollars  that  students  (and  their  parents)  had 
to  spend,  and  the  choice  of  many  of  our  chapters  to 
downsize — say  from  150  members  to  120 — in  order  to 
be  stronger  brotherhoods 

No  critically  important  programs  were  not  funded  last 
year,  but  we  skipped  or  deferred  some  things  that  it 
would  have  been  nicer  to  have    Tough  choices  by 
Executive  Director  Ken  Maddox  and  the  management 
staff  to  be  sure,  but  the  sorts  of  decisions  one  has  to 
make   They  were  made  responsibly 

First  reports  on  1992-1993  are  promising.  Recruitment 
on  summer  rush  campuses  is  up  nicely  over  last  year —
